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'Happy it's over:' VP Park

In April, three new SGA 
executives had been crowned and 
would be taking their respective 
seats as a unified team, three 
newcomers embarking on a 
quest to enhance student life at 
Laurentian University. 

Charlie Andrews won the SGA 
president job, Iain Park won the VP 
of services role and Tim Campbell 
had won the VP of issues job. 

As the weeks rolled on from the 
election win, any possible tale of 
teamwork and accomplishment, as 
a three-man unit, quickly faded. 

"I was in for the first week and 
instantly, things went downhill," 
Campbell said. "I tried to tough it 
out for the week but only made it 
to Thursday of the week." 

Although Campbell, not 
technically employed in the SGA 
office until August, was allowed to 
take part in earlier SGA meetings, 
after he was off-campus following 
the introduction week, via Skype 
and teleconferencing and he 
declined, according to Andrews. 

"Tim got off to a bad start, 
obviously. I don't know if anyone 
has started in office so poorly," 
SGA Vice-President of Services 
Iain Park said. "His first few days 
were spent ridiculing myself and 
Charlie. He said I wasn't doing any 
work, after one day. If you want to 
build a good relationship in the 
office, he went about it wrong." 

Park and Andrews learned to 
work together to make decisions. 

"We moved ahead and had 
our executive meetings, which 
included Iain and I," Andrews 
said. "As a result, we both had to 
agree on everything in order to 
proceed." 

Campbell argues that although 
the SGA was supposed to hold 
weekly meetings, the meeting times 
were erratic and it concerned him.

For the SGA, Having a unified 
team was paramount, according to 
Andrews. 

"We need to work as a team 
before we start affiliating and 
working with other student unions. 
It was very new for us and we 
wanted to start off on the right 
path, so we could achieve our goals 



throughout the year." 

As part of that idea, the SGA 
executive decided not to send 
a representative to the national 
annual general meeting of the 
Canadian Federation of Students 
from May 30 to June 5, Andrews 
added. 

At the SGA May 2 executive 



meeting, Campbell was approved 
to be the SGA representative for 
the provincial CFS meeting. He 
attended the conference. 

At the May 25 executive 
meeting, it was decided not to 
send an SGA representative to 
the national CFS annual general 
meeting though.

"I didn't understand where (the 
decision) came from," Campbell 
said. "I was completely bewildered. 
It's in the SGA constitution that I 
am to liaise with the CFA. I still 
ended up going. I told Charlie, 
Tm going anyways, this is my job 
description, it's not in your power 
to do this.'" 

Andrews said the decision was 
agreed upon by Campbell. 

"Tim acknowledged the 
decision, by the executive, not 
to send anybody," Andrews said. 
"However, he then decided to lie 
to the CFS area coordinator, so 
he could attend the conference. 
This is completely unacceptable 
behaviour; Mr. Campbell was 
representing and voting on behalf 
of the SGA without consent." 

After attending the conference 
without the consent of the other 
SGA executive team, and not 
being allowed to partake in a skills 
conference shortly after, Campbell 
said he was "ready to give up with 
(Charlie). I didn't understand why 
there was such a hate going on, why 
there were so many problems." 

Andrews said Campbell 
attending the conference was a 
point of conflict. 

"In any professional 

organization you need to respect 
your responsibilities and also 
you cannot be insubordinate 
to your peers and you must 
respect the authority," Andrews 
said. "Mr. Campbell was clearly 
insubordinate when following 
directions and decisions made by 
the (SGA) executive." 

Shortly after, the SGA executive 
decided it was time to impeach 
Tim Campbell from his role of VP 
of issues. 

"Next thing I know, I'm 

being served with a notice of my 

impeachment and it all came...

There are a number of things 
that you hear about St. John's, 
Newfoundland. 

To sum up the three biggest 
pieces of advice: the people are 
nice, the weather is hideous, and 
the accents are hilarious. 

The advice is, for the most part, 
true. The people are some of the 
nicest I have met anywhere, the 
weather is not so much terrible 
as it is unpredictable (still waiting 
for winter to judge fully), and the 
accents are more interesting than 
funny. 

The people are always willing 
to help. Any questions or concerns 
I have had have been addressed 
quickly and without pain, and 
offers of social hang-outs are 
flowing like the kegs on George 
Street. 

The people here are passionate 
about their sports. I mean, 
really passionate. There were an 
estimated 2,700 people watching 
the men's league soccer finals here 
last weekend. In Sudbury, I was 
one of about 15 people watching 
the finals. The kicker: People had 
to pay $5 a person to watch the 
St. John's finals, while the finals in 
Sudbury were free. 

I was told today that the Mile 
One Centre, which is home to 
the newly-founded St. John's 
IceCaps, regularly sells out when 
the men's league hockey finals 
play out of it. Which means about 
6,000 people all gathering to 
watch men's amateur hockey. The 




Sudbury Wolves don't even get an 
attendance of 2,000 out to every 
game, and they are major junior 
hockey. 

Enough ranting about sports, 
let's get to talking about the 
accents. In a nutshell, they sound 
Irish. The locals confirm that 
description, and I actually stole it 
from my real estate agent truthfully. 
I've even been told some of the 
older taxi drivers are actually Irish, 
which would explain how thick the 
accent gets. 

I recall one cab ride where I 



could not understand more than 
a few words coming out of the 
cabbie's mouth. All I could do was 
smile and nod, which is always the 
safe approach. 

The weather here has been 
great, fortunately. There have only 
been a few days of rain, although 
the wind has been strong at times. 
The wind gusts rose to more than 
40 km/h the other day, which does 
not really disturb one much in the 
grand scheme of things. 

For the most part, the St John's 
accents are not bad at all. Most of 



them are easy to understand, and 
they are barely there. I hear the 
further you get from St. John's, the 
thicker the accents get, but I've yet 
to experience that. 

As far as the university goes, 
Memorial University has been 
great. The buildings are a bit older 
(minus the new buildings being 
thrown up), but that adds to the 
charm of it. It seems there are an 
abundance of people around to 
help guide new students. 

I've seen many orientation 
teams and info people at different 



universities and colleges, but 
Memorial's seems to be on steroids. 
I was approached on a number of 
occasions and asked if I needed 
any help, or if I needed a tour. It 
was a nice touch to feel as though 
a person genuinely wanted to help 
you. 

That isn't to say Laurentian 
was particularly bad at any of 
these things, it's just to say that in 
Newfoundland, hospitality is not 
lacking or forced. 
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New international student 
initiative aims to help

Coming to university for the first time 
can be a new and exciting experience for 
students, but it can also be confusing - it is 
an introduction to a unique academic and 
social environment. 

For international students, it might also 
be an introduction to an unfamiliar cultural 
environment. Cultural Connections is a 
new initiative organized by International 
Student Services Officer Holly Dillabough 
and by Laurentian student Sarah Williams 
that reaches out to international students to 
enrich their university experience by pairing 
them with Canadian students. 

"If you speak to [international students] 
one-on-one they do really want to meet 



Canadian students, and Canadians want 
to meet international students, but there 
seems to be a barrier," explains Dillabough, 
the program's project coordinator. "We're 
hoping that this program will create a sort of 
bridge that will allow the different cultures 
to connect." 

In order to build this bridge they are 
reaching out to both international and 
domestic students to participate in activities 
and events that Cultural Connections plans 
to organize throughout the year. They 
have designed a matching program to pair 
the students according to their interests 
and preferences. Canadian ambassadors 
can act as mentors and friends throughout 
international students' university careers. 



They are primarily reaching out to first 
year students, but they hope to expand 
their program to include the entire student 
population. 

According to social coordinator 
Sarah Williams, connecting Canadian 
and international students is not a new 
endeavour at Laurentian. 

"People have been tossing the idea 
around for awhile, but have not gotten much 
beyond drawing up plans," Williams said. 
"We are taking our ideas and bringing them 
to fruition." 

On Sept. 6, Cultural Connections held 
a meet-and-greet session to introduce 
the international students and Canadian 



ambassadors to each other. 

"It a great program, and I'm sure 
that Canadian students will have 
opportunities to learn as much from other 
cultures as the international students have to 
learn from us," adds Williams.

...together," Campbell said. "When I read the 
articles of impeachment, I thought, 'someone 
needs an adult in the room,' because it was 
extremely childish why they were trying to impeach 
me." 

As opposed to facing what Campbell said would 
have been an unfair trial, he resigned. 

Andrews agreed that if the impeachment 
would've involved Park and himself making the 
decision, the outcome would have been obvious. 

"I understand that it could have appeared 
unethical, even though it was accepted 
constitutionally, so we proceeded with the most 
reasonable and fair opportunity," he said. "We 
called the SGA board of directors together for a 
summer meeting, because we wanted to give Mr. 
Campbell the best possible outcome, because it's 
simply the right thing to do. Everybody that came 
to the meeting was neutral and had no position on 
the situation." 

Andrews and Park said Campbell had wanted 
to have a job all summer, but typically in the SGA, 
only the SGA president and the VP of services 
have jobs that run through the summer. The SGA 
constitution, the document that governs the SGA, 
confirms that statement to be true. 

According to Campbell, who confirmed the 



typical start date in an interview, the VP Issues 
used to work all summer until seven or eight years 
ago when someone in the position had it revoked, 
by concentrating too much on working with the 
Canadian Federation of Students, as opposed to 
with Laurentian-based work. 

"When (the VP of issues) comes back in August 
they're coming into an office of people that already 
have working relations, who already have the ball 
rolling on frosh week." 

In August, as the impeachment hearing 
loomed, Campbell said he had to ask himself , "If 
I win this, what am I winning? Everything I try to 
do will be stopped." 

He handed in his resignation letter instead of 
facing the impeachment. 

In the end, Campbell came to the conclusion, 
"They wanted me out." 

Park said he doesn't enjoy the part of his job 
that requires taking a disciplinary course of action. 

"I'm happy it's over. I feel bad for Tim 
Campbell, as a person. I don't like being that guy 
that changes someone's life and makes it negative."

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Students have options when 



buying textbooks

Laurentian's book store is one 
of the main places on campus for 
students to purchase textbooks and 
supplies. The store offers new and 
used books and can range in price 
from less than ten dollars to more 
than a hundred. 

Available in the bookstore are 
both new and used books that vary 
in prices. 

A few students using the 
bookstore explained that they 
used it because they didn't know 
where else to purchase books. 
They said it was convenient, and 
a shorter process than ordering 
online. A few students claimed 
that other suppliers were less 
expensive but since Laurentian's 
book store is so convenient, they 
chose it instead. The bookstore 
has also begun renting textbooks 
to students, which, they advertise, 
can save you over 50 per cent 
of the cost. For example, an 
applied statistics textbook can 
be purchased new for $129.75 
and purchased used for $97.50. 
However, when rented, the total 
price is only $64.81. Renting text 
books can be beneficial to students 
because the price is reduced a 
sufficient amount. However the 
students who resell their books at 
the end of the year will not have 
the opportunity to make back 
any money. Unfortunately, most 
students are not aware, that when 
purchasing textbooks online, you 
can purchase a used textbook for 
almost the same price as a rental 
in the Laurentian bookstore, and 
then resell it at the end of the year 
to earn most of the money back; 
on occasion, even profit. One 
student, Anam Shiekh, is noticing 
high prices at the bookstore. 

"My math package came to 
$202. Are you kidding me? And 
on top of that we have to pay for 
everything else." Shiekh said. 

The rental service has helped 
students to save money however, 
on amazon.com you can purchase 
the same book used, for the same 
or similar price as the rental. For 
example, Applied Statistics By 
Warner is $64.81 to rent and only 
ten dollars more to purchase on 
amazon.com, at $74.61. 

"I thought I would for sure get 



stuck with a huge shipping bill 
from amazon.com but I looked 
into it anyway, turns out I saved 
over two hundred dollars and the 
shipping was free." Kris tine Joy 
Gornejo, a first year student said. 

The bookstore is trying to 
offer new ways for students to 
save money, such as offering used 
books for purchase as well as 
rentals, however, with the markups 
involved, their prices cannot beat 
online sources. The LU bookstore 
is in a convenient location and you 
do not have to wait for shipping 
which is a large deciding factor 
for students purchasing books. 
Some students were reluctant to 
ordering books due to the fact 
that they're not always necessary, 
but recommended for courses. 
"I was nervous ordering online 
since I wasn't 1 00 per cent positive 
I would even need all of these 
books." Carnejo said. 

Books are a necessity for 
university and many students 
choose the LU bookstore because 
of lack of choices, which isn't 
always the case. There are 
numerous sites and stores where 
university texts might be available 
but it is more of a risk. 

"Only the campus bookstore 
guarantees the right book, at the 
right time via a direct relationship 
with faculty." Jolene Lizotte, 
bookstore manager, wrote. "In 
addition to the convenience of the 
campus store, we're here to remedy 
those situations that may occur, 
and require immediate action, 
i.e. add/drop classes. Rent-A- 
Text has driven down the cost of 
materials, and while the pricing of 
books isn't in our control (driven by 
the publisher price,) we've driven 
affordability by driving rental and 
digital" 

Even with the high prices, the 
bookstore is making a conscious 
effort to help students afford the 
necessities for school. 

"Textbooks are 

expensive, [it is] the chief reason 
why we've invested more than 
130 million dollars of our own 
dollars to bring Rent-A-Text to the 
marketplace." Lizotte wrote. "In 
many cases, we're renting books 
for less than our initial cost to put 
them on the shelf. Risky, yes, but 



a necessary initiative to make a 
large-scale impact on affordability. 
Unlike other online retailers, as the 
partners of campus, our goal is to 
ensure each and every student has 
access to those materials necessary 
for success." 

There are numerous sources to 
purchase textbooks, however, the 
LU bookstore offers convenience, 
buy backs, and guaranteed quality. 



"We do quality check our 
books, but encourage students to 
review/flip through books prior to 
purchase." Lizotte wrote. "If they 
are ordered online, and don't meet 
your personal requirement just let 
us know, and we'll remedy that 
situation." 

A high percentage of students 
use the campus bookstore, possibly 
because of the reasons listed 



above, however there are different 

alternatives when purchasing texts. 

Convenience, quality, and speed 

are all things that students may 

keep in mind when deciding where 

to purchase their books.
